Sophiſtry to catch Woodcocks in, Fl. or there was 
never any Conſtitution of Trade concerted;ihy 
dom, State or Commonwealth in Europe, M0 þ greater regard 
to the Conſtitutions and Privileges of all off ENartons in Amity 
with His Majeſty, than this hath been : yea, ſhould we have 
had a Committee of Engliſh Merchapts to, Examine and Report 
our Proceedings while we were Paſſng this ACT,.cthey could 
Mot poſlibly have been more nicely tender of Encroaching upon, 
or Interferring with the Engliſh. Immunitics, either Abroad or at 
Home, | than we have been. | - And 1n regard that Pyracy, Ho- 
ſtility, and all manner of violent Force, is not only inconſiſtent 
with, but diametrically oppoſi t to the, natural Lawes and Infſti- 
rutions of Trade, we. have, in the Body. of this A C T,, pre- 
cluded the Company from Ading or Setling in the, very Indies, 
without Canſent of the Natives.

And before-l ſtep further, pray let ub take a' ſhort:'View of 
what Proſpect there may be of ' this:bug-bearingiConſequence. 
Why, truly Scotland propoſeth an Advantage | by . Foreign 
Trade, ant leaves it at Erglend's door to accept'or refuſe, being. 
concerned 'for one Moiety of all the Profits, Emoluments and; 
Advantages-arifing from ſuch Trade; and by the-bye, 'England's. 
embracing that Offer, ſeems to me an auſpicious Prognoftick, 
of future Succeſs, Now, ſhould we happen to. be fruſtrate in; 
our ExpeQation by this Trade, then all the vain! Jealoufies of 
Rivalſhip and Competition fall of courſe. Burt if it ſhould (as 
I hope it may) anſwer onr Wiſhes, by a plentiful. and proſpe- 
rous Harveſt, in return to our Honeſt and Infant-Undertaking,, 
England, ſure, would be mightily hurt, to reap One Half of all 
the Profits thereof; which I pray God may prove the happy 
Conſequence, fo much fear'd by your Monopoly-men. 


Yer all this (you ſay ) cannot 'pleaſe thein that are res; 


folved to be implacable ; for that there AFC ; a, Certain, ſort of 
{uch good-naturd Chriſtians in.the World, - as would: chuſe ra-: 


ther'to loſe a certain Benefit and, Advantage to themſclyes, than: 
endure the very thoughts of ſecing their Neighbours: in any. 
tolerable , degree of equal Proſperity, In alluſion to which,

'tis no new thing'to tell-you,” That ever ſince the Reformation 
of Religion, the Jeſuits, in their various ſhapes, : have left no 
means uneſfayed, to propogate the ſeveral Sets and Schiſms 
which, during the :laſt Age, have, like a general Contagion; 
overſgread this Tfand, | and undoubtedly: gave the firſt riſe to all 
the ſad Cataſtrophe and diſmal Conſequences of the late bloody 
Civil Wars. And-even fo, fince the Union of both Kingdoms 
under one Monarchy, we have too too manifeſt and pregnant 
Proof of how far the Matchevilian Maxims of Policy have, by 
the means of French Penſioners and Emifſaries, gain'd credic 
enough at the Court of England, to improve the Remnants and 
Dregs of the ancient Feuds of both Kingdoms into an almoſt 
avowed Reaſon of State (though a much miſtaken one) That 
it was the Intereſt of England, to ſuppreſs and keep Scotland 
poor. Which was indeed chiefly intended and contrived with 
defign to leave England in the lurch, and carry on the real 
Intereſt of France, where this Maxim had its birth, by re- 
gaining Scotland into their ancient League: 

For the Sting and bidden Poyſon of the Serpent Iay in this, 
That the People of Scotland, from the natural conſideration 
they muſt needs have of any ſevere Treatment, or unreaſanable 
and intollerable ExaQtions impoſed upon them by their domi- 
neering Neighbours, ' mighr in time be tempred, like the I/ſrae- 
lites in the Wilderneſs, to »mnrmmr and look, back into the Onions, 
Melons, Garlick, and Fleſb.pots of their old acquaintance. | 

Yer by the Influence of this Jcſuitical, Barbarous and Helliſh 
Principle, together with the general Corruption of ſuch col- 
leaguing and ſelf-defigning Miniſters as have (to the grief of 
theſe Nations )' been at the Helm of Afﬀairs during thoſe latter 
Reigns, this poor Nation in particular hath been moſt unmer- 
cifally crampt and fetter'd in its natural Liberties, both as to Ree 
ligion, Property, ' Trade , and indeed, all the real Badges of a 
Free and independent Kingdom, other than in ſhadow; till 
the | Jate'Providential and Happy Revolution gave us not only 
a fair opportumity of reaſfuming all our ancient Freedoms, 
and natural Liberties, but alſo of extending the ſame; in point 
of Trade, far beyond thoſe Limits which ſome of our Neigh- 
bours ſeem now unwilling to allow Us. 

And I would gladly offer it to the ferious Confideration of 
any Honeft, Unbyaſs'd and Free-thinking Engh/b-man, Whe- 
ther, upon His preſent Majeſty's Accefſion to the Crown-of 
England, when Ireland was in a manner quite loppd off, France 
making mighty Preparations for War, all Exrope mnvelop'd in 
almoſt unquenchable Flames 3 and Englazd ie ſelf, not free 
from Inteſtine Diviſions, and Boſom Enemies, who flatter'd

themſelves with the Hopes that Scotland. would, from the con- 
ſideration of its being fo long kept. at Arnis-length, be tempte, 
to a& by an Intereſt ſeparate from that of 'England > Whes- 
ther  ( I fay ) upon condition of affurance then, ' that we 
would follow England's Example, | in placing the Crown of this 
Realm upon the Heads of our preſent Gracions Sovereign, and 
and His late Royal Conſort (of Bleſſed Memory, ) when they 
fear'd our Demurring upon it, Exgland would not have wil- 
lingly fulfilled, and put us in poſſeſſion of the long pro- 
mis'd Union of both Nations; and ſettled the ſanie -upori 
ſuch an equal and laſting Foundation, as that we might have 
freedom of Trading into the very Heart of their Planta- 
trons ? | | 

For, how little foever the apparent Proportion be, which 
our Nation may at preſent ſeem to'bear on-the Theatre of Pub- 
lick Aion, as being m a'manner wholly eclypſed by the re- 
fulgent and radiant Beams of England's more reſplendent Great- 
neſs, I may without  Hyperbole- juſtly fay, That as Mac- 
ters then ſtood, We' had the Ballance of Ewvpe' in our

Yer all the Confiderations we had in view of our own par- 
ricular. Intereſt, and che Advantages which we might have 
made of that Opportuniry, ſoon gave way roche irreſiſtible Zeal 
and AﬀeRion which we had for the Reſtorer of the Proteſtanc 
Religion, and common Liberties of Britai.- For, left that by 
any Delays in our Proceedings, the Meaſures of Enplond might 
be protraſted , We did, in almoſt One Breath, - Declare the 
Throne Vacant , our Selves a \ Free, Independent State, 
Theic Royal Highneſſes King and Queen of this Realm, and 
war apainſt all Their Majeſty's Enectmes ;'/ as not in the leaſt 
doubting, but that ſuch our generous and frank Proceeding, with 
reſpe&t 'to our Neighbours, at fo critical a JunQure of affairs, 
might in due time reaſonably plead for a grateful Reſencment 
from the King and Parliament of England, by an equally ge- 
nerous © Condeſcenfion, on their fide, to our having the ſame 


freedom of Trade, by which, but a lietle time before, the 


wiſeſt and moſt leading Men of that Nation thonphe it their 
Intereſt to have ſecured our afﬀection. | 

And that this was the ſence of the Court of England at that 
time, needs no further Evidence than His Majeſty's two {uc- 
ceſlive Speeches to both Houſes of His Firſt Parliamenc 3; wherein 
the conſideration of aid intire Union with Scotland was ſeriouſly 
recommended : In order to which, ſome Schemes were pre- 


pared and conſulted by certain Noble Patriots of both Na-

In order to which, we then 
Reſolved to think of 'framing;ſuch wholſom and advantagious 
Lawes for the Advancement of our poor Trade, - as- might not 
only rouze up and animate the. deprefied and 'ofter-diſappointed 
Genius of.our fellaw-Natives, bur alſo invite and enduce Stran- 
gers more experienced in Trade, to embarque upon the ſame 
bottom-.with ; us. :2;*apd; to-;thatiend, We did, in:the Third 
Seflion ofthis current Parliament, . Anzo 4693,  Paſs'a Prelimi- 
nary A&; conceived/in, general Terms, for the Excouragement of 


Foreign Trade, which. you ſee.natrared-in the begining of this 


laſt 4G: By the graciaus' and-heceſlary Conceſlions of which, we 
have 2 plain Demonſtration, through the, Vertue of thoſe Noble 
and worthy Patriots whom His Majeſty's diſcerning Eye ſingled 
out of-the Crowd of Pretenders to the Offices of State, That our 
preſent! King is noti only; ater Patric, but Pater Patriarum; 
and, like';the trac Emblem; vf-that-;Immenſe Deity whoſe 
Anointed. he ;is, diffſeth ! his Favours: with 'a more-unconfined 
ad univerſa}. Influence. than any-of 'ofr late Kings of Britain ; 
Their natural Eaſineſs of Temper giving many fatal Opportuni- 
ties to the mercenary Miniſters:of thoſe Times, both'to impoſe 
on their Maſters, : and prey upon the Liberties of their fellows 
SubjeRs::; whereas, our preſent -King doth not only penetrate 
into what is Juſt, but- hath alſo. a Nobleneſs of Soul, to exe- 
cute, with an impartial Hand,, what to him ſeemeth' to be. ſo.

But to be more ſerious ; 'Tis true, that theſe Conceſſions 
may ſeem ſomwhat ſtrange to. a People whoſe Wealth, Capa- 
city, Naval Strength, Foreign Poſlefſions, Plantations, Forts, 
and Univerſal Settlements, want no, more to carry. on what 
Trade : ſoever they pleaſe, than to will and to execute. | 

But on:the other hand, if they look upon Scotland, and confi- 
der it, as 4n it ſelf it is, deficient to a degree of Extremity, in all 
the neceſſary Qualifications of Trade above-recited ; they muſt 
own of courſe, that nothing leſs than theſe Conceſſions and 
Exemptions could give this New Company a proſpe& of ſo:much

And that. I may.,not ſeem to;ſpeak altogether without Book, 
I: ſhall give -you ,an tnſtance of, one forall; namely, the A&# 
Paſs'd, in;the Year {y661,, for, the Fiſbings, and EreSing of 
Companies for Promating the ſame ; which being too long to be 
tranſcribed,,,I ſend.you,. by way-of Poſiſcripr, a ſhore Abſtrat 
of the moſi, conſiderable ! Pripileges and Exemptions therein 
contained,,.,as they\ſtand in order,,, in the A& ic.ſelf ; and all 
theſe were Granted. for;,Perpetuiry : Whereas, all the moſt Im- 
portant Conceflions in this late A& are limited, ſome ro Ten, 
ſome to Twenty one Years ; in which time (God knows) we 
vid) * muſt 
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muſt ruef. very, faſt, co come up/with any. of- all our neighbour. 
ing Nations, who- have ſtarted: fo long before Us, 
Now let us further compare both the ſaid 4s, and: the Pur- 
poſes for which they were (everally incended, and then, - with 
reſpeF to this laſt, we myſt think of going we. know not whi- 
ther,. undergo the Danger. of boyſterops Storms, and” long 
Voyages, with whieh we are not acquainted : -tye up our Sto- 
machs - ts- ſtri&, regular, and unaccuſtomed Diec 3 - prepare 
againſt the Effets of quite contrary Climates, and "there pur- 
chaſe Plantations, Collonies, Settlements, and build Forts, ghve. 
Yet. as to the Time when all chis will happen, he muſt be a 
wiſer Man'than I, that can tell.

thereunto relating were to be. granſafted in view of our own 
Doors, and in our own Power. But then you'll ask me,* How 
it came to paſs, that this excellent Conſtitution for our Fulhings 
has had no better Ee&t ? Why truly,” I'll tell you , For the 
very ſame Reaſon which may poſſibly prove the Overthrow 
of this New Undertaking (which God forbid) if we have no 
better luck in getting honeſter Men at the Head of it : For the 
Dutch, who have got moſt of their Wealth by Fiſhing in other 
Mens Waters, looking upon vs then with a jealous Eye, found 
away (Cas it was then belicv'd ) to greaſe a certain Great Man in 
the Fiſt ;- who thereupon embarqued himſelf, and all his Friends, 


with. all his Might, -on-our Bottom ; and who being once at the 


Head of all, chwarted all, over-rul'd all, and ruin'd al} : For 
the: Honeſt and Well-meaninp' Men, finding themſelves ns 
other - than Cyphers, grew - wearied, and fo gave up the 
By all which, you have a phin Demonſtration and Proof, 
That what 'may do'in one Nation, will not do in another.
